He has Buffered 
intensely all Winter from rheumatic 
gout in the right arm. In addition to 
this torture h» has been heavily bur- 
dened with work. The Supreme Conrt 
heaid an unusually large number of 
cases during the last term, and many of 
great legal importance. A full share of 
these fell to Judge Field, and be was 
kept at bis desk till late into the night 
during the Winter. Jadge Field's phy- 
sician advised him to spend the Summer 
at the baths at Aix la Bain, France, and 
Cyrus W. Field insisted on bis going to 
regain bis health. Judge Field could 
retire from the bench on the 8th of neit 
November on full pay.

carcasses of thousands of cattle are to

.ocalities no rain has fallen since last 
September.

W. E. Hughes returned to-day from a 
trip as far west as old Mexico.

Duwson says that from this side of the 
Pecos, over in Mexico, as far North 
as Arizona, it is drier than it has 
been in twenty years. 01 the seven 
million head of cattle in Texas, one- 
third are in the section visited by the 
drought. Cattle are dying by thousands 
(or the want of water and grass. There 
is very little grass anywhere near water, 
and that little is so dry and dead that it 
does not contain enough substance to 
do the cattle any good. The cattle are 
very thin and getting thinner every day,

GENTLEMEN:—By virtue of the power 


vested in the Secretary o! the latnior 
by the 1st Section of the Act of Jane 3, 
1878, entitled, "An Act authorizing the 
citizens of Colorado, Nevada, and the 
Territories to fell and remove timber on 
the public domain for mining and do- 
meittio purposed," the following rales 
and regulations are hereby prescribed: 


1st. The Act applies only to the States 


of Colerado and Nevada and to the Ter- 
ritories of New Mexico, Arizona, Utah, 
Wyoming, Dakota, Idaho and Montana, 
and other mineral districts of the United 
States not specially provided for, and 
does not apply to the States of Califor- 
nia or Oregon, nor to the Territory of 
Washington. 


2d. The land from which timber ia 


felled or removed, under the provisions 
of the Act, mast be known to be strictly 
and distinctly mineral in character and 
more valuable for mining than for tim- 
ber or for any other purpose or use. 


3d, No person who is not a resident 


citizen or bona fide resident of the 
State, Territory or mineral district, shall 
be permitted to fell or remove timber 
from lands therein. 


4th. Timber felled or removed shall 


be strictly limited to building, agricul- 
tural, mining and other domestic pur- 
poses. 


All cutting of such timber for sale or 


commerce is forbidden. 
But for build' 


ing, agricultural, mining and other do- 
mestic purposes each person authorized 
by the Act may cut or remove for bis or 
her own use, by himself or herself, or 
by his, her or their own personal agent 
or aguots only. 


5th, No person will be permitted to 


fell or remove any growing trees of any 
kind whatsoever, less than 8 inches in 
dinmeter. 


6th. Persons felling or removing lim- 


ber from public mineral lands of the 
United States must utilize all of each 
tree cut that can be prcfltably nsed, am 
must cut up and remove the tops ani 
brush—or dispose of the same in such a 
manner as to prevent the spread ol 
forest fires, 


7th. These rules and regulations shall
